Railways Reached. 
Chicago, March 26.—A crisis has 
been reached in the negotiations be­ 
tween the railroads throughout the 
West and their employes over the 
wage question, and "It is up to the 
general managers," according to rep­ 
resentatives of the 50,000 employes 
who have voted to strike unless their 
demands are complied with. 
The re­ 
ply of the general managers to this 
sentiment is “We have conceded all 
we can.” 
Both sides are in conference today, 
and unless there is a back-dow'n on 
one side or the other the most gigan­ 
tic strike in the history of transporta­ 
tion in this country appears imminent. 
Forty railroads with 
a trackage of

A condition of anarchy prevails at 
Nanol«>ssa, and th«* reports from the 
vlllag«' are alarming. 
A bloody encounter b«*tween p* as- 
ants and military is reported from 
Galatz, where on Sunday the troops 
fired on a gathering of peasants, kill­ 
ing 200.
